This  source  advised  that  the  aims  and  purposes  of 
i 1 : r-  White  Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  of  Mississippi  are  to 
:.serve  Christian  civilization,  protect  and  promote  white 
;premacy  and  the  segregation  of  the  races,  to  fight 
..ommunism  and  to  extend  the  dignity,  heritage  and  rights  of 
white  race  of  America.
